MICHIGAN RECEIVES FORTY ISLANDS FROM THE BUREAU OF LAND MANAGEMENT -- 
Forty islands which offer unique water-oriented recreational potential for 
Michigan were deeded to the Michigan State Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) by way of the Recreation and Public Purposes Act. 

Curt Jones, Director of BLM's Eastern States Office presented the deeds to 
DNR Director Gordon E. Guyer. The islands range from one-tenth of an acre 
to two-and-a-half acres in size. The DNR and the BLM are currently 
negotiating for an additional transfer of 486 parcels of land (469 islands 
and 17 upland tracts) that could also be incorporated in the Department's 
recreational island concept.. 


CONSTITUTIONAL BICENTENNIAL -- The Commission on the Bicentennial of the 
United States Constitution has issued an “interim letter of encouragement” 
for BLM's project to automate and preserve the historical lands records 
archived at the Eastern States Office in Alexandria, Virginia. Once the 
project is funded by the Congress, the Commission will consider granting 
full recognition and authorization to use rhe official National 
Bicentennial Logo. 


BLM EMPLOYEES PARTICIPATE IN RANGE CAMP -- Twenty high school students 
from Wyoming spent the week of June 14 learning about range management 
during the Wyoming Range Youth Camp at the Circle J Ranch near Ten Sleep. 
The Youth Camp is an annual event sponsored by the Wyoming Section of the 
Society for Range Management, with assistance from the Bureau of Land 
Management and other agencies. The students receive intensive instruction 
in soils, geology, botany, forestry, wildlife management, range management, 
and leadership skills as part of their week at the camp. Worland District 
Range Conservationist Gary Blincow is an organizer of the camp each year, 
as well as an instructor. Several other Worland District employees served 
as instructors and judges for the range plant and range site identification 
contest. 
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ARIZONA STRIP DISTRICT HELD PUBLIC OPEN HOUSE IN NEW OFFICE -- Arizona 
Strip District Manager G. William Lamb invited the public to a July lst 
open house at the new district office in St. George, Utah. The open house 
activities included videos and slide show presentations. District 
employees had worked in the Federal Building for almost 20 years before 
moving to the new location. The move brings the district staff, fire 
equipment and dispatch center together under one roof. The Shivwits 
Resource Area and the Vermillion Resource Area are co-located with Utah's 
' Dixie Resource Area at 225 North Bluff Street, St. George, Utah.
